vnder the Law, and 2000 from Chailt to 


Chꝛiſt. 


Ik this his Pꝛophecy holdes true, the 
woꝛld cannot laſt 400 peares: foꝛ ſince 
Chꝛiſt his comming in the lleſh, it was 
1613 at Chꝛiſts⸗tide laſt paſt, accoꝛding to 
the computation of the Church from time 
to time. But leauing men, and comming 
to the Scriptures, which cannot erre, fo2 
Humanum et errare; Man may, yea and 
doth many times exre. 

Saint Paul ſaith to the Con

world are come. If therefoze the ends of

Iames likewiſe ſaith : Behold the Iudge 
ſtandeth before the dore. 

Iohn Baptiſt reached repentante fo the

Do that by theſe places of Scripture it 
ts euident that the generall day of Judge- 
ment is at hand: as alſo by the ſignes and
